This is the second of two reports on the releases of introduced beneficial 
organisms in the United States and its Territories for biological control of pests 
or for crop pollination. This report is produced from the computerized data 
base “Releases of Beneficial Organisms” (ROBO) of the Agricultural Research 
Service Biological Control Documentation Center. It may be the last such 
published report since this type of information for subsequent years will soon 
be available in electronic form from the ROBO data base. 


Well over 20 million individuals of at least 151 species of insect and mite 
parasites and predators, almost exclusively of foreign origin, were released 
against at least 79 insect and mite pests, also predominantly introduced species, 
in the United States and its Territories in 1982. Also released that year were 
over 9 million individuals of 21 species of exotic natural enemies of 18 species 
of introduced weeds. In addition 7 species of pollinators and other beneficial 
organisms were released. These releases (from either field collections or 
cultures of foreign origin) or recolonizations (from previously established 
populations in the United States) were made in 45 States and the District of 
Columbia in 1982. Shipments of 94 biological control agents and pollinators 
were sent from U.S. facilities to foreign countries in 1982. Also listed in this 
report are the numerous people in more than 400 Federal, State, university, 
Territorial, private, and foreign facilities engaged in biological control and 
other importation, release, and related activities in 1982. 


In addition to this type of comprehensive annual report, the ROBO data base 
can produce computer reports of shipments sent or received, reports of releases 
of beneficial organisms on a facility or State-Territory basis, as well as detailed 
reports of the individual releases, shipments, or importations. This publication 
includes examples of the detailed individual release reports, which illustrate the 
types of data for which searches can be made in the ROBO data base.

Introduction 


Biological control of pests can be improved by good management of data. The 
search for, collection, and importation of exotic natural enemies for release, 
establishment, and dispersal as biological control agents of pests in the United 
States and its Territories represent excellent opportunities, indeed an obliga- 
tion, to collect and store valuable information of present and future scientific 
and regulatory interest. The critical need to compile such data for improving 
biological pest control is well recognized (Bottrell et al. 1976; USDA 1978; 
Battenfield 1983; Coulson 1992). This type of information is of current and 
historical interest not only to biological control and integrated pest manage- 
ment scientists and administrators but also to systematists and ecologists. 
Unfortunately, detailed records of biological control attempts have often not 
been published or even kept in many instances (Greathead 1986). Compila- 
tions of the results of these activities (for example, Clausen 1978) are usually 
based only on generally incomplete published information. 


The introduction of living plant germplasm into the United States has long 
been well documented in a series of annual publications of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the latest being for 1990 importations (Norris 1991), and 
by the computerized Germplasm Resources Information Network (GRIN) 
(Perry et al. 1988). This present publication is the second of a series designed

Although the data on which this publication is based were collected in 1982, much of the information 
presented is not published elsewhere. These data are useful as scientific and historical records of the 
importation and release of exotic organisms in the United States and its Territories and as guidelines for 
further documentation. Further details on these published records can be obtained from the pertinent 
organizations listed in section VIII of this publication, or from the ROBO data base discussed in the 
“Introduction.” This book may be the last in which these data will be published since such information for 
subsequent years will be readily available in electronic form from the ROBO data base. 


to similarly document the importation of other beneficial organisms into the 
United States and its Territories. It presents mostly unpublished information 
on one of the activities involved in importation programs, that is, the field or 
greenhouse release of introduced biological control agents and pollinators. 


Since many of the releases represent recolonizations of introduced species from 
established populations, the book also includes some information on establish- 
ments and dispersals. 
Much additional information is stored in the computerized data base from 
which this book was produced, including information on the original collec- 
tion of foreign or overseas shipments arriving in the United States and its 
Territories, that is, collection and importation data. Brief descriptions of this 
data base, “Releases of Beneficial Organisms” (ROBO), have been published 
(Coulson 1987, 1992). Publication of a more detailed description has been 
planned and a 1985 user manual is being updated. In addition to this annual 
publication, ROBO can produce the following computer reports: 

1. annual reports of releases, by State or facility, 

2. detailed reports of individual releases, 

3. annual reports of shipments or consignments from each domestic facility, 

4, annual reports of materials received by State or facility, 

5. detailed reports of individual shipments (quarantine and nonquarantine), 


6. annual reports of shipments from each overseas or foreign facility, 


7. annual reports of foreign shipments received by each domestic facility,

. detailed reports of individual foreign or overseas shipments. 


Three examples of individual release reports (item 2 in the preceding list) are 
presented here; one is for a field release from quarantine (example 1) and two 
are for nonquarantine releases (examples 2 and 3). Inquiries concerning each 
of the data sets for these reports can currently be made using free-form Wang

computer file utilities. Additional collection and release details can be ob- 
tained from biological shipment record forms and other information on file in 
the ARS Biological Control Documentation Center. 


Many people contributed to the development of ROBO, including many 
biological control colleagues who responded to a 1982 user survey, which 
helped complete revision of three biological shipment record forms and the 
computer programs themselves. The forms were developed and revised with 
the help of Abby Weiner and with some final revisions by A.L. Siehl, both of 
Forms Management, General Services Division, Agricultural Research Service 
(ARS). The current computer programs were written in COBOL for a Wang 
VS-100 by Mary Goldenbaum, with revisions during the debugging process by 
Anne Damico and Paul Sobus, all three under contract from Program Re- 
sources, Inc., and by William Murphy of the former ARS Biosystematics and 
Beneficial Insects Institute. Rob Selvage, Ed Bird, and Joe Burton of the 
former ARS Communications and Data Services Division were involved in 
system design and early programming. Audrey Carrell and David Vincent, 
listed as co-compilers of the 1981 report (Coulson et al. 1988), were heavily 
involved in the development and later programming of the ROBO data base. 


This publication is modeled after, but is more detailed than, the annual 
bulletin of releases of biological control organisms in Canada published since 
the 1930s. The most recent issue reports 1990 releases (Sarazin 1991). Most 
of the data included in ROBO was provided by many of the research and 
other scientists and action agency personnel listed in section VIII of this 
publication. Their voluntary cooperation is greatly appreciated. 


Citation of Release Data 


If data are to be cited concerning releases reported in this publication, the 
pertinent journal or other reference to each release should be given whenever 
possible. If this is not possible, or if there is a need to cite release data directly 
from this publication, the pertinent project leader (or facility or releaser, if the 
release was made directly from quarantine) should be given as the source of the 
data. Credit may also be given to the releaser and original collector of the 
material when they differ from the project leader. Examples follow: 


1. When referencing releases of Euseius quetzali against broad and citrus 
red mites in California, cite McMurtry, J.A., University of California, 
Riverside, p. 192, in “Releases of Beneficial Organisms in the U.S. and 
Territories—1982,” U.S. of Agriculture, Agricultural Research Service, 
Miscellaeous Publication 1505, 1992. (H.G. Johnson, University of 
California, releaser). 


2. When referencing releases of Praon volucre against bird cherry-oat aphid 
in Washington, cite Pike, K.S., Washington State University, Prosser, 
p. 261, in “Releases of Beneficial Organisms in the U.S. and Terri- 
tories—1982,” U.S. Department of Agriculture, Agricultural Research 
Service, Miscellaneous Publication 1505, 1992. (F. Gruber, USDA, 
ARS, France, collector). 


Explanation of Entries 


All entries in the various sections of this publication should be fairly self- 
explanatory. However, it may be helpful to explain the information included 
in some columns of part A in sections | and II. 


Column 2. The country or State and sometimes county where the released 
material was collected are listed in this column, together with the acronym of 
the quarantine, overseas, or nonquarantine facilities (the last with the 
collector’s initials) from which the material originated. The facility acronyms 
are listed in section VIII with full facility addresses and with names of all 
personnel participating in the collection, shipment, or release activities in 
1982. The addresses are those of 1982. More details of the original overseas 
collections and shipments are available from the ROBO data base (reports 5 
and 8). 


Column 3. The State or Territory and county where the release was made and 
the month of the release are listed in this column, together with the number 
and stage of the organism released. (The category “county” also includes 
parishes for Louisiana, independent cities for Virginia, and other political 
subdivisions analogous to counties in the various States and Territories.) 
Additional release details can be obtained from the ROBO data base (report 2). 
The “e” following the number released indicates an estimate. The abbrevia- 
tions used for the stages and types of organisms and States and Territories are 


listed following this introduction. Column 3 also references notes listed at the 
end of part A in sections I and II. 


Column 4. Each importation, shipment, or release record in ROBO is 
recorded by a file number, as illustrated by those listed in this column. The 
file number for releases from quarantine consists of a facility acronym, the last 
two digits of the year, and a four-digit consecutive number. For 
nonquarantine releases, the initials of the project leader responsible for the 
release are included in the file number. Also in column 4 are the facility 
acronym and full name of the releaser(s). For some Extension personnel or 
county agents and field personnel of Plant Protection and Quarantine (PPQ), 
Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service (APHIS), usually only the address 
of the releaser’s headquarters is listed rather than each specific address. All 
facilities and personnel noted in this column are listed in section VIII. The 
asterisk in this column indicates that specimens have been retained represent- 
ing the material released. 


Scientific Names and Classification 
Systems 


All scientific names in columns 1 and 5 of part A of sections I and II and 
elsewhere in this publication have been verified by systematists of the System- 
atic Entomology Laboratory (SEL) and the Systematic Botany and Mycology 
Laboratory (SBML), ARS, Beltsville, MD. Their efforts are appreciated. The 
most current names for the organisms according to these specialists as of 
December 1991 have been used in this publication. The name under which 
the organism was originally imported or released is retained in the ROBO data 
base (see example 1 of the individual computer release reports), and searches 
can be made using both original and current names. The higher classification 
system for arthropods is that used by SEL scientists. The system used for 
plants in section II is that of Cronquist (1981). 


The scientific name in this book for the plant in the United States known as 
Russian thistle, Salsola australis R. Br. (=S. iberica, S. pestifer, or S. kali of 
authors), is in accordance with the opinion of J.H. Kirkbride, SBML (personal 
communication), based on Botschantzev (1974). The scientific name of the 
plant known as musk or nodding thistle used in this report is Carduus nutans 
Linnaeus; the subspecific epithets used in the 1981 report (Coulson et al. 


1988) are not used here for reasons of simplicity (but see the 1981 report, 
McCarty et al. [1984], and McGregor [1986]). Though the scientific name 
Euphorbia esula Linnaeus is used for the weed known as “leafy spurge,” it must 
be pointed out that the taxonomy of North American leafy spurge is still 
controversial among botanists, some of whom consider North American 
populations to be a complex of species and hybrids (Radcliffe-Smith 1985; 
Mahlberg et al. 1987; and most recently Crompton et al. 1990). 


Corrections and Updating 


ROBO is a dynamic data base, capable of continual updating with new 
information. Therefore, readers are encouraged to notify the ARS Biological 
Control Documentation Center of (1) any errors found in this publication, (2) 
additional or currently missing information as indicated by question marks, 
and (3) any changes to scientific names as a result of the publication of de- 
scriptions of species recorded here as “sp.,” or otherwise incomplete names, or 
as a result of new taxonomic studies. Comments can be addressed to the 
Biological Control Documentation Center, Bldg.
